Durden, State A ricultural A djust­ 
m ent Administration chief. 
Durden said that, in 19 3 8. farm ­ 
ers in Georgia qualified for ap­

m ents 
for 
performing 
soiling 
b uilding practices. 


"This year,” he said, "20 per 
cent more cash will b e earned by 
them.

NEW YORK—A drummer 
hoy without

That is what some of the 
experts were likening Henry 
Armstrong to as he started 
training today for the defense 
of his lightweight champion­ 
ship against Lou Ambers in 
Yankee 
stadium 
late 
this 
month. 
Armstrong’s 
hands 
are 
gone. You hear it every where 
y ou turn anumg boxing men. 
The little chocolate fists, the 
little bundles of 
bone and 
muscle, they say , have crum­ 
bled at last from their eternal 
pounding. 
If they have it’s no won­ 
der. For more than a decade 
Armstrong has thrown his 
fists almost without cessation. 
He was never one to stall, 
even for a moment. From bell 
to bell he has waded in, stay ­ 
ed close within the firing 
range, and pumped, pumped, 
pumped those fists of his. 
They have bounced off jaws, 
skulls, ribs, elbows and shoul­ 
ders tens of 
thousands of 
times. There have been great­ 
er fighters than Armstrong, 
perhap» , 
but 
never 
busier 
ones. Fly weights, lightweights 
welterweights—he has taken 
them all since 19 29 . 
Not a boxer but a fighter, 
Armstrong has called on his 
fists more than any man of 
his time. They were his at­ 
tack and his defense at one 
and the same time. Behind a 
barrage of leather, a never 
ending barrage, he waged and 
won his three titles. 
His hands began to weaken 
before he ever won a title. But 
he kept throwing ’em. 
For 
y ears several of his fingers 
have been so rigid that he has 
had to forcibly 
bend them 
into the bundle of his fists 
after he slipped on his gloves. 


He kept the condition of his 
weapons pretty much of a se­ 
cret until two 
months ago 
when he defended his welter­ 
weight championship against 
Ernie Roderick in London. 
They gave him tremendous 
trouble in that fight. Early in 
the bout his left hand got so 
bad that he had to use it al­ 
most as a club, striking with 
his wrist. For day s after the 
. bout his left arm was black 
and blue almost up to the el­ 
bow and his fingers were hor­ 
ribly swollen. 
He went from 
London to 
Paris for treatment, and came 
away from the Frefich capital 
singing the praises of a sur­ 
geon who, he said, had made 
his hands well again. 
Yet 
they must not have been too 
well because shortly after his 
return to this country he 
went to Hot 
Springs and 
treated his hands with a mud 
cure. And today , in his camp 
in 
P o m p t o n 
Lakes, 
he 
squeezes hard rubber bails, 
palms heavy stones and swad­ 
dles his fists like new born 
babes 
before 
sparring 
or 
punching the bag. 
The outcome of the right 
literally is in Henry ’s hands. 
Given two solid fists, he will 
be too much for Ambers. But 
if he has to go in there under 
the stadium lights with brok­ 
en hands the Herkimer Itali­ 
an may well give him his first 
defeat in 47 fights. 
Ambers 
hasn’t Armstrong’s class or 
punch, but he is as game as 
they come, fast as a streak, 
and hits hard enough to cut 
and slice. He fought Henry to 
a fare-thee-well last Septem­ 
ber, and he is better now than 
he was then. 
Only one thing is certain 
about the fight right now and 
that is that it figures to be 
the best of the y ear.

The mirror of py rex glass was 
made b y the Corning Glass Works 
of New York.

He b ecame interested in astron­ 
omy and telescope b uilding as an 
outgrowth of his study of navi­ 
gation.

has chang ed now, and that is one 
reason for the peace of Munich, 
another reason being the fear of 
losing Suez 
and 
Palestine 
if

ing India, since that nation seems 
to fav or the 
dictator 
g ov ern­ 
ments, said the speaker. 
In France the old war heroes 
were kept on in g ov ernment, and 
could not see the problems 
of 
post-war day s—the result, chaos 
and div ided political opinion, Har­ 
v ey said. 
Only of late 
is some 
semblance of political order being 
achiev ed, he declared. 
Germans are the most friendly 
people in the world to trav elers, 
the speaker stated. 
Many thing s not approv ed by 
other nations being done now in 
Germany are due to the fact the 
Germans hav e a g rudg e -ag ainst 
the world, due to their ill-treat­ 
ment at the close of the war, he 
said. 
He related how the allies kept 
German blockades in force while 
the treaties were being formed, 
and in the meantime 
Germans 
saw their children starv ing . The 
Germans do not want war, he 
concluded, but neither want the 
fruits of peace, as they hav e ex ­ 
perienced them.

And when a man believes he is entitled to more 
than other people get for produ cing a lik e service, 
he does not believe in the free enterp rise system 
He does not believe in the competitive system. So, 
in reality, u nder ou r p resent laws, the employer 
cannot weed ou t from his employes men lik e John 
Lewis and Harry’ Bridges—men who are doing 
their best to so stifle free enterp rise and the rights 
of other individu als to serve hu m anity and to de­ 
stroy his em ployer’s bu siness. 
With this condition, it is little wonder we ha*ve 
10,000,000 people ou t of work . 
Until p rivate en­ 
terp rise has the right to hire the man who assists 
him in satisfying his cu stom ers’ wants, there is 
little chance of fu ll em ployment or an increase 
in the real w’ages or the living standards of the 
people. 
The W agner Law now even goes so far as to say 
tha t employers cannot even shift their own work ers 
into positions they believe will he most advantage­ 
ou s, withou t the consent of these governm ent poli­ 
ticians. Of cou rse, it is impossible for the govern­ 
m ent politicians, even if they were honest in de­ 
siring to be fair, to k now where each man in the 
m yriad of different jobs in this cou ntry shou ld 
work . It seems ridicu lou s to have a condition tha t 
wou ld attem p t to requ ire governm ent appointees 
to be the final ju dge as to where an employe 
shou ld work rather than leaving ft u p to the em ­ 
ployer. 
The employer k nows that if he does not 
p lace a man to the best advantage, his costs will 
go u p and he cannot satisfy his cu stomers. 
The 
governm ent officials mak e their decisions, not be­ 
cau se of efficiency bu t only with the idea of which 
grou p has the most votes. The resu lt is high costs, 
inefficiency’, low produ ction, lower standard of liv­ 
ing and u nemployment. 
O u r u nemployment is a natu ral resu lt of ou r 
actions.

WASHINGTON — The stormy

There 
will be no wage-hou r legislation 
this year. 
The reason is simple: 
There 
isn’t a chance in the world of the 
issu e reaching the floor of the 
Senate. 
In fact, it is u nlik ely whether 
it will get there even next year. 
The Senate Labor Committee, 
which has ju risdiction over wage- 
hou r bills, is one of the most lib­ 
eral bodies on Capitol Hill. Among 
Its members are Elbert Thomas of 
Utah, chairman. Mu rphy of Mon­ 
tana, Pepper of Florida, Lee of 
Ok lahoma. Hill of Alabama, Borah 
and LaFollette, all strong labor 
partisans. 
The committee so far has given 
no consideration to the wage-hou r 
issu e and has no intention of do 
ing so. 
As the Senate has no 
Ru les committee to force action 
on legislation or block it as it 
sees fit, there is no way of bring­ 
ing u p wage-hou r amendments ex­ 
cept in the form of a rider to 
some olher bill or by discharging 
the Labor committee. 
There is no lik elihood of either 
strategy 
su cceeding, 
since 
the 
Senate 
frowns 
on 
discharging 
committees and the threat of a 
filibu ster wou ld be enou gh to pu t 
an end to a rider. 
Note — The

The proposed Illinois law to prohibit dou ble 
featu res at the movies has been vetoed by Gov­ 
ernor Horner. 
This will save the cou rts a good deal of trou ble, 
for any su ch law wou ld certainly have a long 
career there. Certainly’ the length of show p resent­ 
ed by movie theaters to their cu stomers wou ld 
seem to be a m atter between the movie produ cers 
and distribu tors and the exhibitors, with du e re­ 
gard for w hat the cu stom ers seem to want.

There is mu ch to be said in su pport of the thesis 
that Lincoln was su ch a man. Some will differ as 
to the sou ndness of this argu ment. 
T he p two, at most, and no others. Individu als 
sometimes come to consider themselves indispens­ 
able bu t their contemporaries k now’ better. 
One wou ld dislik e to believe that the great dem­ 
ocratic experiment in the United States has become

Doctors Have Name, Erythem a 
Solare, For Severe Su nbu rn, 
Bu t Don’t Worry 


As with every other disease, the 
doctors have 
coined a special 
name for ordinary su nbu rn. It is 
k nown as erythem a solare, which 
merely means that it is an inflam­ 
mation cau sed by the su n. 
The 
same term can, of cou rse, be u sed 
to apply to an inflammation of the 
sk in cau sed by u ltraviolet rays 
from other sou rces. 
The inflammation that develops 
varies from a slight flu sh to the 
severe bu rn that resu lts in blis- 
tering and loss of sk in. 
Immedi­ 
ately after bu rning there may be 
a sensation of heat which is fol­ 
lowed in a few days or a week by; 
itching and by peeling of the sk in. 
Usu ally if the person protects the 
sk in and avoids fu rther su nbu rn, 
healing occu rs promptly. 
Su n­ 
bu rns seldom produ ce scars u n­ 
less there is a secondary infection 
of the damaged area. 
If the su nbu rned area is very 
extensive, the effects of absorp­ 
tion of the m aterial that has been 
damaged may be shown by dizzi­ 
ness, headache, 
fever, vomiting 
and other symptoms of a constitu ­ 
tional distu rbance. 
Most people have at one tima 
or another su ffered the effects 
of su nbu rn and k now ju st abou t 
what to do. 
The application of 
ordinary cold cream or any simi­ 
lar medication will stop the sensa­ 
tion of bu rning and dryness that 
resu lts from the exposu re of nerve 
endings. In the very severe cases 
it is necessary, however, to apply 
treatm ent exactly as if the su r­ 
face of the body were bu rned by 
any other bu rning agent. 
The dangers from su nlight are 
chiefly the effects of the u ltra­ 
violet raytf. 
These are the short 
rays rather than the longer heat 
rays. 
When doctors u se su nlight in 
the treatm ent of disease as, for 
example, 
for 
tu bercu losis, 
they 
carefu lly regu late the dosage of 
the rays that are given and also 
gradu ally accu stom 
the person 
concerned to the su nlight. 
It is 
cu stom ary to apply the su nbath in 
a su ccession of short periods, par- 
ticu iarly at the beginning, becau se * 
these brief and repeated expo­ 
su res of the su n enable u s to es­ 
cape any inflammation of the sk in 
and 
the 
su bsequ ent 
reactions 
which resu lt in loss of sleep. 
A person of intelligence can de­ 
termine for himself how mu ch 
su nlight he ou ght to have, bu t the 
infant is certainly not able to set« 
tie su ch a qu estion for itself.
